The city streets, with the ex 


ception of 
Broadway 
and

business sections, _are still plunged 
in. darkness *t-nlght lor the main 
energies of the repair crews of the 
electric company have been de- 
yoted to restoring house service. 


Cooperation Sought 


This morning the Central Hud- 


son Gas & Electric Corporation 
urged that all residents who> are 
without house lighting call 1400 
on the telephone and report the 
fact at once so that the repair 
work may be laid out in such a 
way that no delay ensues. 
Arthur 
L. 
Colligan, 
district 


manager of the electric company, 
said today that there still remain- 
ed a large amount of work to be 
done. 
He said that the repair 


nork will proceed more slowly 
from now on until 
service is 


again normal. He explained that 
up to Friday practically all the 
lines which had been repaired 
served from 50 to 100 subscribers. 
With but few exceptions work on 
these lines has been completed. 


In 
several 
instances 
where 


trees have not yet been cleared 
away service is still affected 
The 


work of repairing the storm dam- 
age he said, would now proceed 
more slowly due to the fact that 
many o£ the lines now down serve 
but a few subscribers. 


It will be several days yet be- 


fore street lighting is back to 
normal in the city. 


The New York Telephone Com- 


pany Is also working with extra 
crews restoring service to sub- 
scribers. By Sunday night, it is 
expected that telephone service in 
the city will 
be practically re- 


stored as well as in the rural dis- 
tricts. 
The work of clearing away trees 


left in a dangerous condition by 
the hurricane, but which are still 
standing along the curbs in the 
streets, is still to be pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. Prac- 
tically all of the trees that were 
felled by the hurricane have been 
removed from the streets by the 
Board of Public Works, assisted 
by worker* from the WPA. 


There still remains considerable 


work In repairing broken curbing 
and sidewalks that were torn up 
as the^trees were uprooted by the 
high wind. None of this work has 
been done as yet as the first prob- 
lem wu to clear the streets and 
sidewalks of the fallen trees. 
Driving through the city streets 


this morning it was possible to 
see the progress that had 
been 


made In'clearing away the ravage* 
o! the »tom. Wotk will be con- 
tinued without letup until con- 
ditions arc again normal.

Mongol Rule Established 


In China by Kubla Khan 


The Jloncol rule was established 


fa China in 1278 by the conqueror, 
Kubla .Khan, and held power for 
nearly a century, when it was over- 
thrown by a popular revolution. The 
Ming dynasty followed for nearly 
800 years, or, until 1644, when the 
Manchu dynasty began. 


Christianity had been introduced 


during the Ming dynasty, and with 
this circumstance, together with the 
admission of Russian traders which 
occurred in 1653, under the rule of 
the first king of the Manchu dynas- 
ty, the modern history of China may 
be said to have begun. From this 
point may be dated the first ac- 
quaintance of the outside world with 
China, although it took almost an- 
other two centuries for western 
Ideas to penetrate very deeply. 


The imperial form of government, 


meanwhile, did not adapt itself to 
modern conditions, and a rising lit- 
eral spirit resulted In 1811 in the I 
ov*rth<-ow of the Manchu dynasty 
and the establishment of a republic. !

With these wordi Anthony 
Eden concluded his quiet, deeply serious 
speech before the English Speaking Union at 
a peaceful meeting in Stratford-on-Avon, For 
some .weeks Eden had been scheduled to 
make at that meeting a speech in keeping 
with the quiet, friendly purposes of the 
Union. The speech he did make was drawn 
forth by the circumstances of the week. 


Many months ago Eden saw there wax 


danger that the stand would be made too 
late. 


Had Chamberlain even one week earlier 


made his requirement of Hitler for demobili- 
zation and an ironclad bond for a ten year* 
peace, there might yet have been hope for 
the world. 


But can Hitler now recall the dogi of war? 


The riots, the manufactured incident*, the 
bitterness, the distrust, the profound dis- 
couragement of all democracies at the dan- 
gers in which Democracy finds itadf— even If 
Hitler could be trusted, even with his strong- 
est guarantees, these could not be wiped out. 
.The history of the past weelf. is written. The 
sphere of human freedom is narrowed. The 
deeds of these days cannot be undone, 


For some sort of jittery peace there may 


yet be time. But for that peace with faith 
and hope on which a brave and faithful na- 
tion waited, it is already too late. 


NAPOLEONS 


It has been said that God eventually 


"wearied of Napoleon," and that was the end 
of Napoleon. He had bedeviled Europe top 
long with his crazy wars and his lust for 
power. So he was removed from the scene 
and put where he could do no more hapm, 
with Britain acting as master of ceremonies 
and helped by enlightened Germans, Then 
weakened and impoverished Europe renewed 
its progress toward an intelligent civilisation. 


It might have been said, in the same 


fashion, that God wearied of strutting Kajeer 
Wilhelm, or of the militarist regime that he 
represented, in the last great war. 


Eventually God may also weary of Hitler, 


A supreme egotist, leading a nation suffering 
at the same time from an inferiority complex 
and delusions of grandeur, and personifying 
those qualities to a supreme degree, he has it 
in his power today to set the world aflame 
with wars. He can put back civilization in 
Europe for generations and cripple an en- 
lightened and humane way of life in coun- 
tries not actively involved. 


Less than ever before, since human society 


has become so interwoven the world over, 
should irresponsible egotists in places of po- 
litical and military power be allowed to kick 
a/ound domestic minorities, to indulge in 
Iifternatipnal robbery and murder in the 
nejne of patriotism and progress. Dictators 
apfl militarists will have to be abolished as 


to make way for the true civiliza- 


of whjch mankind is capable. 


NEIGHBORLY COMMENT 


Great numbers of Americans go to Cana- 


da, chiefly in vacation time. Few Canadians, 
in comparison, come to the States. Here is 
what one of them says about us. 


"We like the easy friendliness of your peo- 


ple and the courtesy of American officials. 
We like your highways and we like your 
drivers. They drive fast, but they drive well. 
We thoroughly enjoy your beaches, your re- 
sorts. We like your coffee and we like your 
tea, which is sometimes maligned by Eng- 
lishmen and Canadians. We could go on all 
day outlining things which appeal to us." 


Two things, however, he criticises. He 


doesn't like to be classed as a "foreigner.' 
Perhaps we should just call the Canadians 
"neighbors." 


The other is a real grievance, important to 


both countries. Although American currency 
is accepted everywhere as a medium of ex- 
change in Canada, Canadian currency, he 


tplains, is not accepted in the States ex- 
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cept now and then, in a grudging way, near 
the border, and with a levy of .10 per cent 
exchange farther inland. 


This is surely unfair, in view of the fact 


that Canadian money, in official rating as 
printed on financial pages, averages about 
par with American money. It is also un- 
wise commercially, because Canadians would 
buy a great deal more from us, and travel 
more in the States, if their money were ac- 
cepted at par or current exchange rate.

How BUhop Atbury WM 


GrMt Help to Wo*l«y 


Francl* Albury, pioneer blsho 


Of the Methodist Episcopal church 
in America, wa* largely responsi 
bit for the rapid development 01 
Methodism In the early history of 
the United Statei, observes T 
Hartley in the Washington Star. 


Born tat England on August 


1748, Asbury came under the influ 
ence of the Wetleyt during his boy 
hood and, while still in his teent 
became a full-Hedged local preach 
er, 'much to the delight of his moth' 
•r, who wa* very religious. 


In 1771 he volunteered to go to 


Philadelphia as a missionary and 
toon he bad borrowed a horse and 
wa* oft on the first of many Jour- 
ney* he took throughout the country 
to preach wherever chance offered. 


For many years Asbury traveled 


5,000 or 8,000 miles annually—often 
over roads which were almost 
passable. 
His tall, gaunt figure, 


dressed in a plain coat and a 
crowned, broad-brimmed hat is said 
to have been.seen by more people in 
America than any other up to the 
time of his death. 


Shortly after his arrival in the 


Colonies, Wesley made Asbury gen- 
eral assistant over the entire Metho- 
dist organization in America. After 
the 
Revolutionary war, during 


which he cast his lot with the Col- 
onists, he was appointed joint super- 
intendent of Methodist work here 
ud soon wa* made a bishop. 


Albury wat not a learned man, 


but he read a great deal and tx;

Shark liver Yield* Oil 


The shark has an enormous liver, 


which yields large quantities of oil. 
The liver of one 13-foot tiger shark 
weighed 200 pounds; it measured 
about seven feet, and yielded no 
IMS than 18 gallons of oil The oil 
is used to curry leather, to temper 
steel and for soap making. It is 
also, when extracted from fresh liv- 
ers, useful medicinally. The flesh of 
the shark is cut into strips, soaked 
in brine, and then dehydrated. It 
is greatly valued as food in the Ma- 
lay states. When dried it is a dull- 
ish red-brown, a ton of shark yield- 
ing about 180 pounds of meat. The 
meat, the bones and the offal, dried 
and ground, make poultry food and 
fertilizer.

stitution In our country that will 
profit more from the Towusend
